no need of a prayer meeting at this 
time.

hell and cause nations to tremble be- 
fore God. It is not the lack of power, 
it is the lack of willingness to use the 
power that God has given us, that hin- 
ders our progress and limits God’s 
| work, “Now unto him that is able to 
do exceedingly, abundantly above all 
we ask or think according to the 
power that worketh in us.” Eph, 3:20. 
This statement of Paul shows that 
there is power in God’s people, and 
that although God is able to do more 
than we could ask or think, He only 
works as we utilize the power He has 
given us. This is full proof that noth- 
ing but human unwillingness can 
block the path of God, and when the 
church refuses to go forward it be- 
comes a barrier to Him instead of a 
channel thru which to work. The dy- 
namo of God’s power will keep turn- 
ing if we do not throw the switch in 
ourselves and shut off the current. 
The church serves as a transmitting 
station and is the only source thru 
which God can reach the world with 
His power to save. If by reason of un- 
willingness the church fails to oper- 
ate, then there is a short circuit and 
God’s power is grounded and many 
people will remain in a lost condition 
that might have been saved thru the 
work of the church. 

God has vested His power in the 
church and set within her 
bounds gifts and callings to be used 
for His glory in the salvation of man- 
kind. “And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
government, diversities of tongues.” 1 
Cor. 12:28. All these together with 
the nine spiritual gifts spoken of in 
the first part of the chapter, have 
been set in the church. We do not 
need to ask God to do for the church 
what His Word teaches us He has al- 
ready done; but we need to be will- 
ing to go forward in the use of the 
power and gifts that are available. 
Probably it is not a willingness to use 
the gifts that are in the church that 
we are so much in need of as it is 
a willingness to suffer the persecution 
that will come as a result of using 
them. Nevertheless it is a fact that 
unwillingness in the church will block 
the path of God and limit His work, 
for He only works according to the 
power that works in us. 


If the Church of God will always 
be willing to suffer for righteousness’ 
sake and go forward in the use of all 
the power, gifts, and callings that are 
vested in her, there is nothing that 
can stand in her way. All that Satan 
with his combined forces may try to 
do against her will only serve to pro- 
mote her interest’ and scatter the 
power of God.
